To the Board of Directors: 

I shall confine my discussion 
in this memorandum entirely to 
the legal questions and not at- 
tempt to give my views with re- 
Spect to matters of policy. 

The agreement involves two 
Propositions; first, the mill tax 
litigation: second, the litigation 
concerning certain franchises of 
the United Railways, being the 
Jefferson avenue line in particu- 
lar, and a number of other lines 
in general. 

The mill tax has been sus- 
tained by the highest courts of 
the land and the :iability of the 
Railways to pay the tax was 
fixed 4s much as anything can* 
be settled by court decision. The 
mill tax is a tax upon the num- 
ber of passengers carried and is 


a debt. the same as any other 
debt, but is not a lien until re- 
duced to judgment. Th. exten- 


sion of time for payment of the 


mill tax did not, therefore, re- 
lease eny prior lien On _ the 
other hand, the extension ar- 
rangement did not secure for 


the city any greater rights than 
it had before, but gave 10 vears 
time to the Railways to pay the 
tax, Which the city could have 
insisted is at once due and pay- 
able. The latter irsistgence upon 
the part of the city, however, 
would likely have forced the 
Railways into a receivershin, 
and if the property of the Rail- 
WAYS Were sold under receiver- 
ship, st :s improbable that it 
would bring more than the 
bonded indebtedness, and in that 
event nothing would be left to 
pay the mill tax. 

It by no means follows that 
the city will collect the mill tax 
by reason of the 10 years’ exten- 
sion for time of.payment. The 
city has the same position as a 
wholesale house to which a re- 
tail merchant owes, say $10,000. 
Insistence upon immediate pay- 
ment would force the merchant 
into bankruptcy and ° probably 
defent the debt entirely. An ex- 
tension of time, while giving no 
assurance that the debt would 
be paid, might enable the debtor 
to work it out. The granting or 
refusing to grant the extension 
is a matter of pusiness judg- 
ment. The legal benefit of such 
an extension to the debtor, 
and not to the creditor. That is 
to say, the city in granting the 
extension to the railways con- 
ferred a benefit upon the rail- 
ways. There was no occasion to 
confer a second favor upon the 
railways to bring about the ac- 
ceptance by it of the first favor. 
The city could have deferred 
collection of the mill tax with- 
out any agreement with the rail- 
Ways. 

Looking at the mill tax ques- 
tion alone, the extension seems, 
from a legal standpoint, a mat- 
ter of business judgment.

In this connection it should 
not be forgotten that rates are 
now under the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, 
regulated by the State Public 
Service Commission, The rail-

‘the burden of the tax upon the 
public and to cause the tax to 
be paid by the people of: St.

All Benefits Under Mayor’s Deal

HE opinion of Joseph W. Folk, general counsel for the Chamber 
of Commerce, on the Mayor's mill tax and franchise deal, was

Having considered the mill 
tax arrangement, let us now 
look at the franchise transaction 
aS a separate and distinct prop- 
osition. The city was under no 
duty to give up its rights to at- 
tack the United Railways fran- 
chise, unless it be that it was 
desirable from the city’s stand- 
point to remove the cloud upon 
the franchises of the railways 
and enable the rallways to more 
easily finance its obligations. 
franchise transaction consisted 
in the city stipulating for an 
affirmance of the decision of the 
Circuit Court of St. Louis sus- 
taining the validity of the Jef- 
ferson avenue franchise. The 
Circuit Court held in effect that 
the franchise of the Transit 
company permitted it to pur- 
chase intersecting lines and to 
operate these lines during the 
term of the ordinance. The 
lower court held that this pro- 
vision in the Transit company’s 
franchise automatically extend- 
ed until 1939 the franchise of 
any intersecting line purchased 
by the Transit company. 

With due regard to the high 
standing of the court rendering 
this decision, it debatable 
whether this decision would 
have been sustained by the high- 
courts. The provision in the 
Transit company’s franchise au- 
thorizing it to purchase inter- 
secting lines and permitting it 
to operate such intersecting lines

The Majority Report. 

The text of the majority report fo:- 
lows: 

To the Board

Your special committee on the 
agreement recently entered into 
with the United Railways by the 
Legal Department of the City of 
St. Louis begs leave to report as 
follows: 

We have interpreted our in- 
structions in a broad way. We 
have not conceived it to be our 
province to enter into technical- 
ities, either of finance or of law. 
We have deemed it our duty to 
consider the whole question in 
the light of public welfare and 
the progress of the community. 

Considered in itself, we do 

see that the agreement in 
question amounts to much more 
than an agreement to stop liti- 
gating. As the fact is notorious 
that the city has been uniformly 
suggested in the mill tax cases, 
the United Railways has merely 
facilitated the collection of a 
claim already fully adjudicated. 
As to the city’s concessions in 
respect of the Jefferson avenue 
line case, and their implications, 
we quote from the statement 
made by the City Counselor in 
the newspapers of Jan. 21 with 
regard to the stipulation con- 
cerning the extension of the 
franchise of various street rail- 
Way lines under the Transit Co. 
ordinance: 

“It was simply an expression 
of our construction of this 
(Judge Cave’s) opinion, and we 
do not believe that any lawyer 
will seriously doubt such’ con- 
struction. If, however, there is 
a doubt about it, the courts can 
be invoked to determine wheth- 
er such a doubt is well founded, 
and our memorandum will -in 
no wise be a bar or have any 
legal effect upon such court pro- 
ceedings. If any property hold- 
er should seek to invoke the Cir- 
cuit Attorney to challenge the 
right of any line to operate 
when its franchise expires, such 
property holder will not be 
thrown . out of court by this

The original sin of the great Pow- 
ers, especially of the most disinter- 
ested among them, has been the 
promulgation of inflexible and con- 
tradictory principles. It has raised 
hopes which it is unable to fulfill 
and kindled desires it cannot modify. 
The conference, characterized by ex- 
cellent intentions and absolute self- 
confidence, yet with unachieved 
aims, may leave mankind in a state 
of ferment which will subside only 
after having run _ its destructive 
course. 

Absolutism and secrecy mark the 
procedure of the plenipotentiaries. 
Not once has an attempt been made 
to take into consideration the fugi- 
tive condition of things, even when 
they offer the key to success. The 
Russian policy of great powers has 
culminated in dismal failure, nay, 
worse than failure. It has united 
Russia against the allied nations. All 
parties are now arrayed wholeheart- 
edly against the policy of the confer- 
ence and in the future less remote 
than the professional diplomatists 
imagine, this policy may bear bitter 
fruits. 

Russian-German Alliance. 

When the eminent Ministers who 
now form the so-called Council of 
Ten and who launch forth on feats 
contemptuously disregarded by 
those whose obedience they ‘were 
framed to command, have re- 
turned to their respective coun- 
tries, 150,000,000 disorganized Rus- 
sians, hungering for normal life, will 
be left under the guardianship of 
75,000,000 Germans, whose organiz- 
ing capacities are unparalleled, and 
whose pressing need of economic and 
political co-operation will act as per- 
petual stimulus to exertion. 

I have no hesitation in saying that 
with a couple of decades, if not soon- 
er, Russia’s population, which will 
then number 230,000,000 or there- 
abouts, and Germany, which will 
possess 120,000,000, will constitute 
an East Europe-Asiatic politico- 
economic blac, pursuing aims and 
promotion interests that will have 
little in common with those of the 
victorious states which are now mag- 
isterially and confusedly attempting 
to remold their destinies. 

Two Possible Causes. 

Towards Russia only two alterna- 
tive policies are conceivable, mili- 
tary intervention on a sufficiently 
grand scale to extirpate Bolshevism 
or a frank and full disinterestedness, 
based on the recognized right of the 
people to settle their own affairs in 
their own way. Between these ex- 
tremes there is no middle way. 

Now it is certain that a military 
expedition against the Bolshevists is 
eliminated for numerous reasons. It 
runs counter to the democratic spirit 
of allied peoples, and statesmen dare 
not stem that tide. That being so, 
all subsidiary circuitous and clumsy 
expedients for snuffing out Bolshev- 
ism are dangerous  half-measures 
which undermine the prestige of 
great Powers and embitter the peo- 
ple whom they are eager to con- 
ciliate and help. 

An invitation to the Bolshevists to 
discuss a resettlement in quarantine 
and to evacuate occupied territory 
while allied hostile forces continue 
to hold territory which they con- 
quered from the Bolshevists, is su- 
perlatively naive. 

Everybody here approves the reply 
wirelessed from Russia and the les- 
son it contains for the great Powers. 
The opinion is that if the allied 
states lack the will or the power to 
crush Bolshevism, their only course 


indirect, to limit its advance and an- 
nounce their decision frankly and 
await patiently evolution of that par- 
ty which cannot subsist indefinitely 
without public order securing the re- 
turn of conditions on norma! lines.

Two points on which nobody has 
yet laid stress appear to me to be 
very significant.
